IF THE supermarkets today aren’t crammed 
with people in surgical masks stockpiling 
canned food, then it’s no fault of HORIZON 
(BBC2). In last night’s special - which was 
entitled “Pandemic” but might easily have 
been “Panic” - we had 90 minutes of the most 
clumsy scare-mongering since 1938, when 
Americans mistook the radio play of War Of 
The Worlds for a news report. The gist of the 
thing - aided by computer graphics of virus 
particles entering people’s bloodstreams - 
was that the bird flu threat is still very real. 
Drawing stark comparisons with the 
Spanish flu epidemic of 1918, it pointed out 
that the relatively small number of human 
deaths from bird flu means little. To date, 
around 140 people are reported to have died 


from the H5N1 strain of the virus. And back 
in 1917, the same amount of people had suc- 
cumbed to Spanish flu — a number which had 
turned to 15 million within a year. 

The chaos that could result from a similar 
outbreak now is so great that most govern- 
ments have contingency plans. 


Tense 

But will they be enough? If Horizon is to be 
believed, we’re all probably doomed. This 
doubtless didn’t intend to be an irresponsible 
piece of television. And the nuts and bolts 
science — explaining how easily the virus 
could mutate, how it spreads through the 
body and why it proves more fatal to young 
victims than their parents - was first-rate. 


What led it astray was the dramatic recon- 
struction, telling how a bird flu pandemic 
could spread around the world. 

There seemed to be some early confusion 
about what tense to use- so that “could” and 
“might” became “will” and “is”. Expert 
soundbites were dotted throughout the story, 
leaving the viewers baffled about what they 
were taking in - a genuine opinion from a 
respected authority, or an actor playing a part 
in a ghoulish disaster movie. 

If this programme achieved anything - 
apart from spreading panic - it was to con- 
vince us that the dramatic reconstruction is a 
virus every bit as dangerous as H5N1. 

It can spread through a decent documen- 
tary, ruining its credibility within minutes.
